I am sending you some drawings basedgon the two smait 

fragments of the tripod - barley ear type. Of course we must 
avoid anything looking like a suggstion that we are green 
enough to suppose that those fragments ever, belonge& to the . 
same bar, though they may have done so. My artist had hardly oe 
avoided that. The correct statement can be made in the leg- 
end to go tmder the illustration. 

We might simply reproduce the two fragments from Haeber-. 
lin's work, but it strikes me that the sketch is far more con-— 
vincing. Of the two drawings the one of the tripod will not 
do. You will note that the upper pice is not correctly and | 
faithfully drawn, as the cleavage of the fragment is throughy 


the central ring of the lebes instead of where the artist hes 
indicated; also that the rings are of a single piece and note: “ae 
double as she - that gives it oll away - has indicated. So thav 
part must be re-dravn., And I suggest that it be drawn detached

three are-not documented by the fragments, and eleven ker- 
nels aré about the right number. 

In the text I indicated two coins for reproduction, 
preferably by somewhat enlarged drawings. What do the sap- 
ient editors think of that su®gestion? Shall we insert il- 
lustrations in the text or put all of them on plates? I may 
conclude to add one more coin, one bearing upon the last part 
of the discussion of the Tripod - barley ear brick, and at 
the same time may make a slight alteration in the text at 
that point. It will not be a considerable change or addi- 
tion, but if you should desire to keep down costs just draw 
a blue pencil mark around the last dozen lines of that part 
of the MS text, where I have referred to Foville with a foot- 
note reference to Grose in the Chronicle and you will save 
tearing down any type. Just warn the printer at that place 
to defer setiing till revised text comes in with corrected 
pr oof sheets. 

so far as I now can see, there will be mighty few 
changes to be made, perhaps none of material character, 


I am sending you hnder separate cover such photo- 
graphs as I possess and the drawings. You will note that I 
have Haeberlin's illustrations Tafel 9,1, both parts, and 
his 94,1, only the one side. But observe the peculiar curved 
device on the reverse of both, That is perhaps of little im- 
portance, but will appear to many as forming a connecting 
link between them pieces,identifying them with the game 
producer; and for that reason it might be well to reproduce 
the reverse of 94,1. Of course I have made no reference to 
that device. let some other person see it for himself and 
imagine that he has made a discovery.

Your letter with inclosure is just at 
hand. Thank you, especially for hints about Quarters. 

I note what you say in re the illustrations, 
and your suggestion seems to me a very good one. [I had 
thought of the same scheme of treating that type but 
a chap supposed to be acquainted with the photogravure 
and related businesses assured me that it would not be 
successful. The moral is, don't be in a hurry to ac- 
cept the other fellow's expert advice. I have no doubt 
but that you are sure of the process. A pen drawing ~ 
of the inserted parts of the type should bring it up 
well. 

And let us not forget, when writing the legend 
to go under the illustration,to use the term TYPE there- 
in in such a way as to make it plain to the inexpert 
that the plate illustrates not any particular bar but 
merely the restored type of a bar. One cannot be too 
particular about such matters; the literature of archae- 
ology is full of mistakes and misunderstandings due 
to just such slips as one might easily make in this 
case. 

By what scheme did both you and Newell get drawn 
for jury duty? I hope it is Grand Jury service and that 
you are chasing the Hun.

The photographs of the plates and re- 
storations came this morning. So far as I can see they 
are all right, are good in fact. I think that you have 
secured excellent results fram the Haeberlin plates. 

As to the restoration I have no criticism to of- 
fer. iIt is asogood as one could expect, and satisfac- 
tory. If there be any suggestion I might make it is that 
in the restored part the ends of the beards be outlined 
a little darker and thus give more effect to the whole. 

In the drawing by Mrs. Nash Shaw you will observe that 

the beards are a little more heavily limned. I do not know 
that I am making myself clear; perhans it would be bet- 
ter for my artistic reputation if I were hopelessly ob- 
scure. Perhaps it would be better stated if I were to 
suggest that Be drawing the outline of the beards a lit- 
tle stronger, especially toward the ends, the contrast 
between old and restored parts would be a little less 
glaring but in no wise misSieading. 

This only by way of amateur suggestions, You 
know much more about the business than I do. 

I can see no objection to making a uniform re- 
duction in the size of the illustrations of the bars, 
say one-fourth or one-third as the size of the plates 
may require. 


Along with the photographs I am sending another 
memorandum on Indian coins. I have not the time to copy 
it, nor have I the services of a typiste at my command, 
but you may have; so have it copied and return my copy 
to me. That is,if the matter seems to you worth having, 
and it seems to me to be valueble.

My Dear Wood: - 


Your letter with its large fund of informa- 
tion is at hand. The 175 separates will be satisfactory, though 
the order was for 200 extra of the usual fifty, according to a 
letter copy I have, and the original of which I suppose was 
sent you. This will vest me how much? $25? 

I regret the error in regard to the Plate, and I should 
indeed be glad to say, let it stand; but I fear that whatever 
force my argument, a rather bold one indeed, may have, would be 
considerably impaired by that confusion in the plate. I can see 
no way out of it but to reprint the platesptruck off after the 
change was made. 

I would be willing to stand the cost of striking off the 
covers again for the 175 separates and have the price that ap- 
pears thereon revised. That FIVE DOLLARS, though I could strike 
it out with a pen, would look ridiculous. Of course if you do 
not wish to let me do this and still feel that the extra cost 
Should not be incurred, I suppose that it must stand "as is", 
but I'd rather, very much rather, have the price about the right 
proportionate figure, which you may determine. 


As to securing the Legion of Honneur medals from -the 
French Government, I fear that it would be easy to get into a 
delicate si tuation and then fail besides in securing the decora- 
tions. It was my understanding that the grant was made almost 
without precedent and as a mark of respect to our Government. 
Of course I did not apply for the medals, far from that! I got 
the idea into their heads in a very indirect way; in fact, I did 
not expect any such results. My frontal attack was directed to 
the Directeur of the Paris mint, but not in the way of an appli- 
cation. Then there was an assault from the rear through a dis- 
tinguished Frenchman, who does not know me and how insignificant 
& person I am (and he never shall know that) and a carefully 
worded letter, quite remote from anything direct, started him 
into action, on his own initiative as he thought! I got thet 
medals, and I secured them in a dignified manner, and that is all 
I care for. They are a glorious bunch. I'd like to see you have 
them, but I do not see how I could help you, and I am sure my 
avenues of approach could not be used.

My Dear Wood: - 


Your good note has just come to hand, and 
it brought me hoth relief and great satisfaction. You have 
doné what I greatly desired. I will brand you a jolly good 
fellow. 


Could you do a little favor for me, a bit of sleuth 
work, to satisfy a slight curiosity? 

It is nothing more than to call up Elder and ask 
or rather ascertain if he is ill, if he has the Flu and is 
in bed or has been for some time past, under constant care 
of his physician. 

On the face of things ~- note I say ons the face of 
things, for benind the face the same facts may stand - he 
has pulled offone of those bonehead bits of folly I have known 
him to do before. In the end of January he sent me his per- 
sonal check to secure some medals from the mint. I cashed the 
check and had the medals sent him, the package going forward 
February lst. On the 9th he wrote me that the box had not 
arrived, and on the 15th he wrote again to the same effect. 
Meanwhile I had had the Express people start a tracer, and 
had so advised him. On the i8th he wrote me that the pack- 
age had "just arrived"; but on the 2Oth the Express Agent 
here handed me a communication from their New York office 
with copy of entry from their delivery book, showing that the 
package had been delivered February 3rd, and redeipted for 
by "T.L.Elder per E". The Express people insinuated that I 
was personally implicated in the effort to get an unjust 
recovery for a lost package; but iid not go beyond a very 
Slight insinuation. I wrote Elder the details, calling at- 
tention to the dates. His Auction Clerk has written me twice 
and stated that Elder was sick in bed and could not attend to 
business, but here too there are some amusing discrepancies 
of statements. 

With no intention to say anything more about the mat- 


ter, but out of sheer curiosity I should like to know if the 
fetlow is really sick - I trust he is. not so - or is just 
shamming because of his shame. For it does not seem to me 
very likely that that package could have been delivered, 
and the contents sold within a few days, as I now know they 
were ~his own letter of the 18th shows that fact; and yet 
he not know about it.

My Dear Wood: - 


Thank you for letting me see the copy 
of Schulman's letter, It is interesting,indeed. However 
it but confirms my suspicions regarding Henry's actions to- 
ward Schulman, 

It is sometimes a little hard to understand what the 
Chapmans mean, but I suppose that they are simply expressing 
their peculiar natures when they indulge in these occasional 
orgies of spite, jealousy, and rude assault upon the rights 
of others to the good opinion of their fellow men and busi- 
ness customers, They are a queer kettle of fish. Withal 
they are a source of constant amsement to many in this old 
town, ‘Their social aspirations and constant endeavors to 
break through the purlieus of the Four Hundred would evoke 
a fit of laughter from a Missouri mule, if the tenth of the 
things they do could become generally known. But so far as 
I know they have never succeeded in breaching the Hindenburg 
Line;,decency's defenses. About the best they can do is to 
run out to an afternoon tea, to which they have secured an 
invitation somehow, an invitation the wife alone is expected 


to honor; but Toast and Tea, as the brothers are called, will 


dofl themselves up furiously and solemnly go into one of those 
hen parties, and there sit and sweat and talk and talk and 
talk, till the room sounds like a Davis and Harvey coin jsale.

What is the Society's experience with silver coins in re- 
spect to tarnish? Remote from sources of acid you probably 
are not troubled with that matter so much as I am. ‘The air 
here is saturated with acids from the mint and various manufac- 
tures in the neighborhood, so that tarnish is a real problem. 

Have you ever tried any such protection as lacquer? Re- 
cently I have almost been converted to that means of preserva- 
tion, I was shown two proofs, one of which had been lacquered 
when procured years ago, the other not, ‘The first looked per- 
fect and was so; the other was black. ‘Then I cleaned a base 
Silver piece and lacquered it, another I cleaned carefully and 
did not lacquer it. The former remains perfect. 

Collectors, of course, have sentiment against any such 
course, but in case of museum specimens that need be handled 
but seldom and where the interest is only in preservation of 
the coins and f%e from personal sentiments, I am almost per-

suaded, and have been for years, that a preserving coat of 
something would be worth while. Several years ago I cleaned 
up a few German coins that had become perfectly black; then | 
I coated them with a fine film of mutton tallow. ‘The tallow, 
of course dulls them somewhat and obscures the type slightly, 
but it preséves them and can be easily removed when desired. 

The traspa arent celluloid lacquer now . obtainable is an 
almost perfect article for its purpose. In the specimen I 
tried, I will iefy the keenest expert to detect the presence 
of the substance on the coin. How it will preserve the piece 
time alone megex will test. ‘

They can 
test for the gold and the silver, but when they have determin- 
ed the ages bs les of those metals, and perhaps of copper, they 
are done. They can only report traces of other metals. 

They report chiefly copver in these coins, with traces 
of tin in one, perhaps of lead in another, and slight traces 
of silver in one, all of Guy II.

My Dear Wood: - 


Thank you so much for the specimens of 
plaster impression and casts. They are splendid in every 
way and set a higher degree of excellence than I can ope 
to attain, I fear. 

Just now I am somewhat discouraged with the results 
of my efforts. I have taken a good many impressions and 
have not as yet got satisfactory results for a good deal 
of them. 

For one thing I am wholly unable to find the color 
of wax you use. I have tried in several artist-supplies 
houses here and the nearest I can find is a very much light- 
er shade of yellow. And there seems to be a difference in 
constituency, perhaps due to the coloring material employ- 
ed. I have not succedded in securing the perfectly smoothe 
and even shiny surface your specimen shows. As a result 
my casts are not so smoothe and perfect as the one you sent. 

Perhaps this is in a measure due to the method of 
manipulating the talcum. I now surmise that I have been 
somewhat too generous in the use of thet element, or have 
failed to reduce it to an evenly distributed surface etc. 

What method do you employ to get the plaster into 
the details? I have been told of two, one by blowing upon 
the thin plaster, a small amount of it placed in the mould, 
the other by using a camel's hair brush to work it into the 
details. I have m the better results in filling the de- 
tails in the latter way, but sometime I wonder if the brush, 
though lightyy used, does not roughen the surface of the 
mould. 

I should be greatly obliged to you for any pointers 
you can give me. I am somewhat flabbergasted just now at 
the situation confronting me,

Newell mentioned that if the photographs were sent over with 
the MS. you people might be able to determine the provenance 
of some of the pieces now attributed to such sources as Chapman 
or Spin or Hirsch. 

I am not very sure about the photographs. They are darker 
than sample, No.II, sent to Marvin and by him OK'd. If some of 
them are too dark the photographer will remake such and print — 
them lighter. : Ht. pros 

Befoer the MS. etc. are sent on to Boston I wish to have, 
them sent back to me for a day. You will note that some of the 
pieces were not placed straight. I have a duplicate set of 
prints and wish to cut out my such pieces and paste them on 
straight; or I will sen&@ the duplicates over and let you do it 
if you surmise that I can not do it right, a surmise that I en- 
tertain myself. 

T am somewhat skeptical about the drawings of the mono- 
erams, which a clever chap here in the mint has made for me; and 
I am immensely more skeptical about the drawings of the arrow- 
heads, which I have made myself. The most I can claim for the 
latter is that the several angles are represented. I did not 
try to get the exact angle of each specimen; that would have re-~ 
quired more time and energy than I have at my command. I hit 
upon twelve dominant directions and draww accordingly. Thus I 
have employed an arrow-head placed at 224 degrees from the verti- 
cal, to right for instance, for the die that is not parallel 
with the obverse die held vertically, nor yet reaches an angle 
of 45 degrees. Thus each quadrant of the circle is divided into 
three subordinate positions. For the work in hand that sesms to 
me accurate enough. 

Before going to press I wish to discuss certain details 
with you. For instance, I favor a somewhat smaller type for the 
incidental matéer than will be used in the actual descriptions 


H.Wees 


This type should not be small, the man who is to pay the bill 
abhors small type. But if the descriptions are set up in the 
same type with which the Journal is printed, then a smaller 
type can easily be employed for the commentary. 

You will note the names of towns beginning the brief 
paragraphs about them are in capitals, I should like to have 
heavy faced type used for those, 

But these are ony 2a few of the several questions 
I'd like to take up with you before the thing is finally put 
into type. 

By the way, I believe that it would be well to strike 
the thing off as quickly as possible. The old gentleman is 
growing anxious to see it. To my regret he has high hopes of 
the thing. So if you can rush through that work Newell men- 
tioned and the rest of the preliminaries and get the matter 
headed toward the press, I believe that it would be a good 
thing to do. That is, if you people feel inclined to do a 
thing or two to gratify age, as Newell seemed very much inclined 
to do. 


Coming back to the plates. I made a botch of stagger- 
ing in some of them. I started out in the hope of limiting the 
number to 18 or 20, but soon found that impossible. Another 
principak-I allowed to control me was that of starting the coins, 
of Asi@, fo instance, with a new plate. ‘The result was that 

some of the plates are too crowded. ‘Though I showed that point 
to Mr. B. and he avproved of the plan. But yet I am sometimes 
inclined to break up about five of them, route the prints and 
and @itribute the coins over six. Perhaps in that way two 
plates could be added with advantage. What think you? It would 
have been necessary to make at least thirty plates bf one tried 
to arrange the coins on the plates so as to be pleasing. 


Hope to get away on abrief vacation, from which place, 
wherever that may be, I shall probably mail this and the MS.

My Dear Wood: 


Your registered letter with inclosure was 
received safely. But when I went to the Coiner to get the 
piece I was amazed to have him tell me that he had none, 
put had turned them all over to the Cashier. He had told 
me, when I inguired in answer to your letter, that he could 
supply me with one. I suspect that he has some yet, but 
is afdraid to let me have one. I shall retain your money 
a few days with the hope that I shall be able to secure one 
from some source. Failing that I will return the funds. 

The plates are to be done with a black back-ground. As 
to rearranging them so as to make the coins line up better 
etc. of that I am doubtful. The dimensions of the plate as 
given me by Marvin are too small to do much in that way. I 
worked hard to stagger them in and still kecp down the num- 
ber of plates. Even with the sreatest economy of space the 
number exceeds by five or six what we first counted on. If 
one were to make a further increase to thirty, then one 
could greatly improve the arrangement. But on the other 
hand the plates are not the final object of such a publi- 
cation; it is not a work of art requiring an artistic maxx 
representation of the objects. The chief thing is to have 
the illustrations clear, orderly, and so as to admit of no 
confusion when consulted. Bo far as plates meet that re- 
quirement I. shall not disturb them, but have the half-tones 
made direct from the photographs. I purposely had them in 
black so that could be done. The plate in black back-ground 
costs very much less than with white or half-tone background. 
But a number of the pieces are not placed true on the pho- 
tographs, and these I shall correct by pasting over them 
photographs cut from a duplicate set of prints I have. 

The chief thing desired is indications of provenience of 
pieces now attributed to Chapman, Spink, Hirschs and other 
dealers. Of course I shall be glad to consider the sugges- 
tions and changes etc, proposed by lirs. Brett, Noe, and New- 
ell, but I surmise that many of them will deal with points 


already considered. However it would be remarkable if there 
were not a number of things that I would put differently or 
change materially if attention were called to facts. 

You did not mention the pen-drawings of monograms etc. 
to indicate whether you thought those satisfactory or not. 
A few of them are, I fear, somewhat out of proportion. They 
look all right in the large form, but when reduced to let- 
ter size I suspect that they will show up wrong. But I mm 
may be mistaken about that. There will be another card of 
drawings, giving the Punic, actual Hebrew, and other forms. 

If you are going to vote right, I trust that you will 
vote frequently next Tuesday; but otherwise, that is, if you 
are going to vote woong, then please go out and play golf, 
so afishing, or go to H - ackensack?

The MS. reached me safely and I have had time 
to work it through again, and with special regard to the sug- 
Sestions offered and notes made by Noe and Mrs. Brett. At least, 
so far as I can make out, their work is all that I have seen 


In a way 1 am very much disappointed with the paucity of 
what I wanted, while on the other hand there is so much that I 
cannot use. What I most desired was to run dow the provenance 
of some of the specimens to published collections, and thus rid 
the pages of references to Chapman, Spink, and others. ‘hey 
added some refrences, as many as they could, no doubt, but I 
had hoped with your aid to secure more of them. So while I am 
very grateful for what I got, yet 1 am disappointed over the 
results as a whole. For, in’ some cases it seems that they lost 
track of the‘notiof that it was not citation of an instance of 
the publication of the type, but an actual reference to the pre- 
vious publication of the partitcular coin 1 desired. Anyhow in 
some instances references were given to mxkx other coins thatt 
the. particular one in the Bement Collection. ge 

the changes surzested by Mrs. Brett are hardly necessary. 
I do not understand her when she states that the coins attribut- 
,.ed to Panormus are not the Zig coins usually attributed to that ° 
mint, and also suggests that these Siculo~Punic coins should 
follow Syracuse. Certainly they are specimens of the very “ig- 
coins generally attributed to that mint, the assumption now bg’ 
ing that “iz is Punic for Panormus, or the other way around, ai 
you please. Of course the coins*are Siculo-Punic, and my note 
mekes that very plain. She doubtless based her note on the ar- 
rangement found in the B.M.C. of the Sicilian coins, now out of 
date. I deem it better to follow Head and other very late au- 
thorities, as Jameson has done too. Her note shows the intlu- 
ence of Hiil’'s discussion; she should have read Hill more care- 
fully, as his other statements show that he considered Panormus 
the chiet mint for the Siculo-Punic coins. 


Now similar objections would hold as to other of Mrs. 
Brett's notes and suggestions. Somm of them would, if adopt- 
ed, would involve the inclusion of the quite too scholarly 
eonclusions of Holm et al., while others advise the clariti- 
cation of the obvious. The former would look very pedantic 
in such a work, while the latter would bee patronizing to 
any possible reader. I worked mighty hard to steer a course 
between Scylla and Charybdis in that always delicate matter, 
and many of lirs. Brett's suggestions would tend to uneveness. 

There is no resentment in these comments, but it is only 
fair,that after she and Noe took the trouble to read the MS. 
and make suggestions, I five a very good reason tor fanlure 
to adopt many of them. 

Of course I leave it to your good judgement to make 
known to them or not my position in the matter, &f# you think 
best and as you think best. In any case I wish that you 
would express to them my thanks for their etforts. 

It might be well to call Newell's attention to the posi- 
tion taken herein.
